Loudon, Nov. 1.— The diary of Bishop 
Ilanningtou, who wu put to death by order 
of King Mwanga. of Uganda, Africa, haa 
beau published, (living the detail* of the 
last week of his life, he describes the arrival 
of bis party at Lubwas, where the chief, at 
the head of a thousand troop*, demanded ten 
gun* and three barreU of powder. The chief 
asked Bishop Hannington to remain with him 



faint, and was dragged violently a long dis- 
tance by the legs. When hu persecutors 
halted they stripped an I robbed him, and 
imprisoned him in a noisome hut full of ver- 
min and decaying bananas. While he was 
lying there ill and be) pleat, the chief and 
his hundred wives came out of curiosity to 
feast their eyes on him. 

On the next day he was allowed to return 
to his own tent, where, though still ill, he 
felt more comfortable. He was still guarded, 
however, by uativea. He remained in bed 
during the the following days, parties 
of the chiefs wives, out of curiosity, coming 
daily to see him. He was allowed to send 
messages to his friends, but be believed they 
were intercepted. On the seventh day he 
write* that at night the place swarmed with 
vermin: that the guards were drunk and 
noisy, and that he was unable to sleep. At 
last he became delirioua On the eighth day, 
l Ictober W, he whs conscioua His entries on 
this day are brief. "No news. A hyena 
bowled all night. Hope he will not have me 
yet" It is Mievt-d that shortly after 
writing this he was taken out mid put to 
death. Throughout the week there are fre- 
quent entries referring to tho comfort be de- 
rived from n adiug Psalms.
